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Shachtay’s father applauds Malley life sentence

The life sentence handed to Brian 
Malley for the November 2011 pipe 
bomb killing of Innisfail’s Victoria 
Shachtay is a just and fitting penalty 
for his horrific crime, according to her 
father. 

“I’ve got my justice here and it is a 
great weight off my shoulders,” said 
Victor Shachtay. “I’m certain that Vicky 
would be satisfied with the outcome of 
this trial. Justice has prevailed.” 

The 64-year-old father was in court 
surrounded by friends and family on 
Feb. 24 when Malley was convicted 
of first-degree murder by a Red Deer 
Court of Queen’s Bench jury following 
a five-week trial. 

Before passing sentence, Justice Kirk 
Sisson asked Malley if he had any com¬ 
ment. Malley shook his head slightly 
and then said, “No”. 

Sisson handed Malley an automatic 
life sentence with no chance of parole 
for 25 years. 

Malley, 57, showed no outward sign 
of emotion at the sentence, speaking 
privately to his lawyer briefly before 
being led from the court by bailiffs. 

Victoria’s fanuly members, including 
her father and three of her four broth¬ 
ers, watched in silence as Malley was 
taken from the courtroom. 

Outside court, Victor sat with his son 
Vincent Shachtay for several minutes 
before speaking to reporters. 

“Once the jury members came in and 
read out the verdict, I had no more 
problems. After that everything came 
into perspective and in the big show of 
life, Mr. Malley just went up in a puff of 
smoke,” said Victor. 

Asked if he was disappointed that 
Malley did not speak before sentenc¬ 
ing, Victor said, “I don’t care about 
him. He’s gone. I’ll never have to worry 
about that man again. He’s not on the 
streets killing other people.” 

Victoria died instantly when a pipe 
bomb disguised as a Christmas present 
and left at the front door of her home 
on Nov. 25, 2011, exploded in front of 
her as she sat in her wheelchair at a 
kitchen table. 

During Malley’s trial, evidence was 
presented that his DNA was found on 
paper and tape discovered among the 
debris following the bomb explosion. 

The bomb itself was made from a 
galvanized steel pipe filled with gun¬ 
powder and triggered with a light bulb 
attached to a battery, court heard. 

Malley purchased gunpowder, gal¬ 
vanized pipe and light bulbs in the 
months prior to the killing. 

The Crown argued that Malley, a 
financial advisor, killed Shachtay 


after losing more than $500,000 of her 
money, funds that were given to her as 
part of an insurance payout following 
a 2004 motor vehicle accident that left 
Shachtay in a wheelchair. 

Malley did not testify during the trial. 

Outside court following the verdict, 
Crown prosecutor Anders Quist called 
Shachtay’s murder one of the most 
horrific he had ever tried. 

“This was a cold-blooded murder of 
a single mom in a wheelchair using a 
bizarre murder weapon,” said Quist. 
“The evidence shows him having 
worked on this bomb from July 2011 
to November 25,2011. To carefully and 
methodically put those pieces together 
over time with the intent to kill, that’s 
pretty cold.” 

The verdict came at the conclusion 
of a complex investigation and trial, 
he said. 

“It was not an easy case," he said. 
“The evidence was circumstantial. 
There was no evidence directly from 
Mr. Malley admitting anything or 
nobody catching him making the bomb 
or delivering it, 

“There were a bunch of pieces to this 
case. There was the DNA evidence, 
which we thought was particularly 
important. There was Mr. Malley’s pur¬ 
chase of various bomb components, 
items that added up to the device. 
Police had gone through and gathered 
the partially destroyed components 
from the scene and they were able to 
form an opinion of what went into it 
(the bomb). Finding Mr. Malley buy¬ 
ing and owning those items was pretty 
important. 

“Owning gunpowder under suspi¬ 
cious circumstances was important. 
Telling lies to police about why he had 
gunpowder and why he had some of 
those other components was pretty 
important. 

“And then there was the whole finan¬ 
cial overlay, the fact that he had been 
her investment advisor and things had 
gone quite sour.” 

Dedicated work by more than 120 
police officers and others made the 
case against Malley possible, he said. 

“We were able to put the pieces 
together because the RCMP did such 
a great job with this investigation. A 
lot of dedicated and talented people 
worked long hours to deal with this,” 
he said. 

The fact the jury deliberated for less 
than a day before returning with its 
verdict was somewhat surprising, he 
said. 

“I’m not surprised (with the verdict), 
but I am surprised they only needed 
six hours deliberation,” he said. “I'm 
not surprised that they accepted the 
message that all the pieces fit together 


and in the end the picture was clear. 
Mr. Malley did this bombing and he 
carried it out.” 

Malley lawyer, Bob Aloneissi, says he 
plans to appeal the conviction. 

Once the application to appeal is 
filed, on or before March 24, an appli¬ 
cation may be made for Malley to be 
granted bail, he said. 

“We will be looking into that," said 
Aloneissi. 

If leave to appeal is granted, it could 
take “several months and maybe closer 
to a year” before the appeal could be 
heard in court, he said. 

Aloneissi says his client is “devas¬ 
tated" by the conviction. 

As for the conviction itself, Aloneissi 
calls it a mistake. 

"Canada’s justice system’s hall of 
shame for wrongful convictions has a 
new inductee," he said. “Brian Malley 


now joins a sorry list of those wrong¬ 
fully convicted, which includes Donald 
Marshall Jr., David Milgaard, Guy Paul 
Moran, amongst others. That’s what I 
feel.” 

For his part, Victor Shachtay says he 
hopes to now move forward. 

“I’m just going to go on with my life," 
said Shachtay, “I’ve got beat up a lot 
and I'm still on the ropes. There are 
other things in my life that have to be 
taken care of now.” 

At the same time, he says he misses 
his only daughter and youngest child 
very much. 

“She was a proud mother who doted 
on her daughter," he said. “She faced 
all that life threw at her and tackled 
it. She was a happy person. She coped 
with everything and she didn’t feel 
sorry for herself or cry. She was happy 
to be alive.”

The property has 
changed hands several 
times since his family 
last owned the quarter in 
the early 2000s.

“I said ‘I betcha they 
busted that place’," Van 
Arnam recounted from 
his property which 
shares a fenceline with 
3458 Twp.

Council ratifies bonuses for 
town administrators

Town council mem¬ 
bers approved spending 
$25,000 on performance 
bonuses for Town of 
Didsbury administrators 
to take effect in 2016 - if 
the town’s finances are 
sound enough. 

Roy Brown, the town’s 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, told councillors in a 
briefing note that council 
made the commitment 
almost 10 years ago as 
a way to retain admin¬ 
istrators. He said in a 
competitive environment, 
the town has been losing 
senior staff and as such, 
council wanted to make 
sure that it retained the 
best staff. The town pays 
its senior staff in the 50th 
to 60th percentile of sim¬ 
ilar-sized Alberta commu¬ 
nities. 

The vote on the motion 
passed by a 4-2 margin 
with councillors Joyce 
McCoy and Sheila Schulz 
opposed.

McCoy said that since 
the amounts to be paid 
out wouldn’t be budget¬ 
ed, and administration is 
committed to fully fund¬ 
ing amortization costs by 
2016, using the latest fig¬ 
ures available the town 
would be in deficit if the 
bonuses were paid out 
this year. The town is bud¬ 
geted to bring in a modest 
surplus of $746,000 for 
2015, but if the town were 
to fully 
fund amor¬ 
tization this 
year (it’s 
only funded 
a portion), 
it would 
wipe out 
the surplus 
and put the 
town in a 
$554,000 
deficit. 

Giving 
out per¬ 
formance 
bonuses 
would only add to that 
deficit, McCoy said. 

“You have to consider 
the amortization in this,” 
McCoy told fellow coun¬ 
cillors. “We need to be 
cognizant that the profit 
isn’t $746,000. It’s a defi¬ 
cit of $554,000." 


Bonuses won’t be allo¬ 
cated this year because 
town administrators 
are still gathering data. 
Managers would then 
be evaluated against the 
optimizing performance 
plan that was adopted 
by council in November 
2014 and money would 
be allocated to each man¬ 
ager if they met their per¬ 
formance objectives. 

Coun. Garth Bollinger 
said he sup¬ 
ported the 
idea since 
the payouts 
would be 
based on per¬ 
formance. 

“I think it’s 
a program 
that’s excel¬ 
lent. If we 
had to go out 
and search 
for one 
employee it 
would cost 
more than 
(the money allocated),” 
he said, adding that the 
incentive plan is a good 
way to support staff that 
are doing a good job. 

Coun. Lavar Adams 
asked if other types of 
incentives have been con¬ 
templated for managers. 


“This is kind of our 
incentive program,” said 
Greg Skotheim, manager 
of planning, infrastruc¬ 
ture and public works, 
noting that only manag¬ 
ers are eligible for the 
program. “It’s common¬ 
place in the private sec¬ 
tor." 

Following the con¬ 
clusion of the meeting, 
McCoy said she voted 
against the motion since 
many Albertans will be 
tightening their own bud¬ 
gets due to lower oil pric¬ 
es. Combined with the 
fact that Didsbury resi¬ 
dents will now be pay¬ 
ing more for utilities, she 
thought that now wasn’t 
a good time to insti¬ 
tute incentives for town 
administrators. She also 
said she would have liked 
to have had information 
on how other municipali¬ 
ties handle the issue. 

“1 thought maybe the 
timing of a bonus wasn’t 
appropriate with the rais¬ 
es in other fees. At this 
time, 1 didn’t feel that we 
could afford it,” she said. 

Schulz said she would 
have liked the item to be 
tabled and then brought 
back to council for a fur¬ 
ther discussion.

Highland PCN 
trying to recruit 
more doctors 
for Didsbury

The Highland Primary 
Care Network is hoping 
to recruit more physi¬ 
cians for both Didsbury 
and Carstairs in the near 
future to help offset 
growing populations in 
the two communities. 

Micheline Nimmock, 
executive director of 
the organization, shared 
the news with Didsbury 
council members during 
council’s Feb. 24 meet¬ 
ing. She told council¬ 
lors that the growth in 
the two communities is 
one of the reasons why 
Highland is expanding 
rapidly. 

“Because of the recent 
growth in both those 
communities ... (exist¬ 
ing doctors) could prob¬ 
ably use some help," 
Nimmock said in an 
interview following her 
presentation. 

Highland includes 17 
clinics employing 54 
doctors and 51 full-time 
equivalent support staff 
in an area stretching 
from Airdrie to Didsbury. 
Support staff include 
nurses, dieticians, phar¬ 
macists and psycholo¬ 
gists. Nimmock said the 
role of support staff is 
to provide a patient who 
has complex medical 
needs with all the health 
support they need to 
maintain a healthy life¬ 
style. 

“Their role is to help 
support the health-care 
needs of people with 


... complex health-care 
issues. Physicians are 
definitely responsible for 
diagnosing and the treat¬ 
ment plan, but some¬ 
times it’s helpful to have 
other people involved as 
well,” she said. 

Highland is also pro¬ 
moting its second annual 
health challenge, encour¬ 
aging people in the seven 
communities within the 
network’s area, plus 
Sundre and Olds, to get 
active. The challenge 
this year will run from 
March 16 to April 26. 

People can participate 
by logging on to www. 
myhealthchallenge.ca to 
register and then track 
their activities and earn 
points. 

“We do encourage 
people to challenge their 
friends, challenge their 
colleagues so that they 
can have a little bit of 
competition in that," she 
said. 

Last year. Crossfield 
hosted a community cel¬ 
ebration at the end of the 
competition as the win¬ 
ning community. 

The website has a 
wealth of other infor¬ 
mation as well, such as 
links to where certain 
activities in the commu¬ 
nities are hosted. 

“There’s some infor¬ 
mation on nutrition and 
things that you should 
know if you’re trying to 
follow a healthy diet. 
And the same with men¬ 
tal wellness and social 
well-being,” Nimmock 
said.

The home was unoc¬ 
cupied at the time of the 
early-morning fire as it 
was undergoing exten¬ 
sive renovations at the 
time, said owner Kelly 
Clarke. Neighbouring 
residents called Clarke 
to alert him to the fire, 
which started sometime 
before 6:30 a.m.

Colts beat Thunder in six; face Wranglers in round three

The Mountainview 
Colts heat the Airdrie 
Thunder in six games, 
wrapping up the two 
teams’ Heritage Junior 
Hockey League playoff 
series with a 5-1 win on 
Feb. 27. 

The Colts advance to 
the north division final 
against the Blackfalds 
Wranglers, who paced 
the division in the regu¬ 
lar season. 

Game 6 was the lone 
game in the series in 
which the home team 
won the game. 

Unlike the previous 
games at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex 
against the Thunder, the 
Colts skated well from 
the opening faceoff. The 
Colts were temporarily 
put on their heels when 
Mark Kunitz scored the 
game’s opening goal for 
the Thunder, but Ryan 
Klinck responded about 
10 minutes later with a 
short-handed goal to get 
the Colts on the board. 


In the second peri¬ 
od, the Colts kept up 
their attack with Shane 
Bosomworth scoring 
what proved to be the 
game- and series-winner, 
while Tyson Schmidt 
made the score 3-1 for 
the Colts with a short- 
handed goal before the 
second period was over. 

Jason Edwards and 
Colton Anderson added 
tallies late in the third 
period to seal the series 
for the Colts. 

Following the game, 
Bossomworth said the 
game plan was to skate 
hard from the open¬ 
ing faceoff so the Colts 
wouldn’t have to return 
to Airdrie on Feb. 28 for 
a seventh game. 

“We really needed 
this one because we 
didn’t want to go back 
to Airdrie for a Game 7, 
because that would have 
been tough. So it’s nice to 
get the win,” he said. 

Looking ahead to the 
Wranglers, Bossomworth 
said with the way the 
Colts are currently play¬ 
ing, the players are con¬ 


fident heading into the 
series against last year’s 
league champions. 

“1 think the way we’re 
playing we’ll give them 
a run for their money,” 
he said. 

In Game 5, a 5-1 win 
for the Colts, they came 
out hard from the open¬ 
ing faceoff, peppering 
Thunder goaltender Kade 
Taplin with 15 shots in 
the first period.

The 
Colts were able to kill 
off all 10 Thunder pow- 
erplays during the game, 
while goaltender Thomas 
Della Siega stopped 31 
Thunder shots in nets for 
the Colts. 

In Game 4, a 2-1

Abandoned motor vehicles left on town streets and avenues has been a 
growing concern within our Town. Abandoned vehicles can cause issues 
such as impeding snow removal, monopolizing parking and in some cases 
creating unsightly conditions in our neighborhoods. 

Under the Traffic Safety Act, Section 76 ( 2 ), the definition of an "abandoned 
vehicle” is a vehicle left standing on any highway and or roadway for more 
than 72 consecutive hours. 

Street parking is for anyone but is meant to accommodate vehicles that are 
driven daily. Street parking is not appropriate for rarely used vehicles or 
weekend drivers. We would ask that these vehicles be left on the owner’s 
property or a storage lot. 

Any vehicles that no longer have plates on them or expired plates for longer 
than 2 years should not be left on a resident’s property as they could possi¬ 
bly fall under the "unsightly” bylaw under the Town of Didsbury Community 
Standards Bylaw. 

In order to keep our streets and avenues properly cleared of snow and or 
dirt as well as being considerate of our neighbors, remember to keep rarely 
moved vehicles off the roadways.
